The  work  was  becoming' quite 
difficult  (we  thought)  and  Helen  and  Barbara  vied  for  first  place.  Alice 
cauld  have  been  In  the  competition  also  but  she  was  always  either  sick  or 
late  with  her  work.  This  year  was  our  first  experience  with  Mr,  Snyder, 
and  since  the  advent  of  our  class,  I'm  sure  he'll  tell  you  he  has  never 
had  a  class  like  ours  before  or  since  (and  I'm  sure  he  doesn't  want  one 
like  It  again.)  Later  that  year  the  "Casanova"  of  our  class  John  Hoban, 
descended  into  the  "life  of  Reily"  as  a  life  guard  in  Atlantic  City.  Soon 
exam-time  came  around  and  our  freshman  year  came  to  a  close.

We  were  all  rather  sad  when  this  year  closed  as  many  of  us  would  not 
be  back  the  following  year.

After  the  beginning  of  basketball  season, 
the  senior  girls  found  a  new  interest.  The  Skating  party,  the  bowling 
party,  and  the  dance,  April  5,  were  the  highlights  of  the  social  season. 
We  still  had  much  to  look  forward  to--the  Senior  Dance,  Alumni  Dinner, 
Class  Nite  followed  by  a  dance  and  the  best  of  all,  Commencement  Exer- 
cises. Soon  we  would  leave  Y.C.I. ,  this  time  for  good.  I  think  that  we 
were  all  quite  sad  to  realize  that  Y.C.I,  would  be  our  own  Alma  Mater.
